Roquefort cheese Is made In France 


f'-om the milk of a certain breed of 
eheep which are fed on wild thyme 
nnd the cheese has a -wild time try- 
Ing to keep from stinking Itself 
to 


death In Infancy. .This wild thyme 
grows on the banks of tho Lot, Tarn 
nnd other rivers In the department 
«)f Aveyros In France, nnd after It 
has first been, beshecped and then 
hcchcesed It geneVates a lot of the 
tarndcst smells that ever perambulat- 
ed down tho pike. 


Thyme Is a kind of an aromatic 


plant with n pungent odor, and after 
It Is converted Into .Roquefort cheese 
It Is tho pungentest thing known to 
man. After this cheese Is mmle It Is 
put In solitary confinement until Its 
whiskers begin 'to turn gray 
and 


gangrene sets In. when It Is taken 
out and chained to a post. Deforc It 
In served 
It Is chloroformed 
or 


knocked In tho head with an ax. It 
Is then brought to tho table In little 
Lquare sections about the size of a 
domino. It Is served at tho close of 
r.ieals together with black coffee. It 
usually has a running mate In 
the 


shape of a round cracker that has to 
ho broken with a maul.

There is as mucn differ- 
ence between them as there Is bet- 
ween the purr of a kitten and the roar 
of a Hon. Some people who claim 
to be civilized say they like Roque- 
fort cheese, but they only eat it be- 
cause It Is Imported and expensive.

NEW HEADLIGHT FOR 


MILWAUKEE ROAD 


It Will lll.minate 
the Track for 


Nearly a Mile Ahead of the 


Engine. 


The announcement made last week 
that the Milwaukee road IB experi- 
menting with a new and poworfnl 
headlight that, It la claimed, will Illu- 
minate the track for nearly a mile 
ahead of the engine, has- awakened 
ranch Interest. 


This Improved headlight has a dy- 


nomo Immediately hack of It and un- 
der the system derangement IB well 
nigh 
Impossible. Two 
patents 


have recently heen granted by the 
government for headlights 
which 


have for their object the turning of 
the lamp so that It will give light on 
the track as the cnglno goes round a 
curve. Whether or not these devices 
v.'lll be used remains to bo seen, but 
they Bervc to 
emphasize the 
fact 


that the headlight IB. or Is Intended 
to be a source of Illumination for 
tho track at night. 


Some have 
thought 
that 
the 


headlight Is Intended, not BO much 
for the use of the men on tho en- 
gine, as It la to serve as a warning 
to others, of tho approach of the 
comotlve. 
Those holding this view 


have pointed to the fact that In Eng- 
land, whore grade crossings are rare, 
the headlight Is nothing more than 
a signal lamp and Rives little or no 
light on the track. 
Railroad men 
that In thla 
country tho 
headlight 


should perform both functions, and 
that the lighting up of 
the 
track 


ahead of the runnner Is the most Im- 
portant of Its uses. 


As a matter of fact two distinct 
light radiations pass out from the lo- 
comotive headlight. 
One Is 
the di- 


rect light which, coming from 
the 


flame radiates In a cone, which Is de- 
fined by lines drawn from the name, 
and Just escaping the edge of the re- 
flector. 
The other IB the 
reflected 


forth In a 
parallel to 
The flame 


jaraw 


S.MAINST 
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light, which Is poured 
nearly cylindrical beam, 
the axis of tho reflector.

being, of course, only approximately 
In the focus of the reflector, the beam 
of reflected light Is In reality slight- 
ly conical, but It Is not of sufficient 
conlclty to reach the track at any dls- 
lance which would be useful to the oc- 
cupants of the cab.

Montana and northwestern states, n- 
nally has swooped down upon Janes- 
v'lle. 
In eighteen hours, from G yes- 
frday morning to midnight, the mer- 
cury took, a tumble of approximately 
35 degrees, making a temperature be- 
low the zero mark.

the roads. 
When the trains are side- 


tracked at meeting points the extreme 
cold freezes tho grease In the axel 
'boxes and makes it very hard to get 
the train under way. 
Most of the 
short run passenger trains were on 
time, while most of the through trains 
•were from ten to. twenty minutes late, 


Janesvllle Is not the only suffererc. 


All through the northwest and middle 
West states the frigidity Is 
severe,
